The past year, as will be seen by 
this report, has been unusually expensive in the re- 
building and repair of bridges and.roads. With the 
exception of the Streeter bridge, the bridges and 
roads are thought to be in good condition, ‘and will 
need but little ‘outlay the coming season. If the 
same good fortune and good management attends 
us for the next four years, we shall meet our bonds, 
falling due March, 1, 1885, without any increase of 
-taxation, and accumulate a good sinking fund 
towards paying the bonds maturing March 1, 1890.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting a report of the condition and prog- 
ress of our schools, we are required’ to make such | 
suggestions relative to the schools as we may think 
useful. We do not presume to accompany this re-. 
port with any suggestions not already familiar to’ 
the town, but if ‘we can, in any degree, stir up the’ 
minds of our people by way of “remembrance” of 
those things that pertain to our educational inter- 
ests, our expectations will be more than realized. 

“Eternal vigilance” is the price of education as 
well as of “liberty.” We should be deeply impressed 
that ignorance is error, degregation and bondage; 
while knowledge is power,freedom and happiness. 
An uncultivated and undisciplined man is governed: 
by his passions and is ruined; the disciplined man - 
is governed by reason and is more safe. It was an-- 
“ciently said, He that ruleth his passions is greater 
than he that taketh cities. It is because reason is” 


_ greater and safer than physical powers. .

Political bodies partake of the character of the 
individuals composing them. Under our system of 
government every citizen is a ruler, and to rule with- 
out knowledge is to ruin. Therefore, where the po- 
litical power is in the hands of the people, virtue 
and intelligence are zzdispensable to the safety of a 
State; constituting as it were, its lift-lood; hence, if 
we would put our prosperity and power upon a sure 
foundation, and one which time shall be powerless 
to overturn, we must lock well to the habits and > 
morals of the rising generations, and provide liber- 
ally for their instruction, | 

When a town resolves to have good schools, and 
is willing to incur the cost, the proper course to 
pursue naturally suggests itself, and the object 
sought is sure to be obtained. We trust there is an 
increasing interest in relation to schools in all of 
our districts. The registers show a much longer 
list of names than usual in the “Roll of Honor” 
of pupils who have not keen absent or tardy a single 
half day of a term. We hope that each district may 
become what it is capable of being, aw zustetute of 
learning. 


Satmon Drstrict, No. 2. 


The summer term of ten weeks and the fall term 
of ten weeks were each taught by Miss Janet 
C. Nelson: Whole number of pupils for fall term, 
49; average daily attendance, 42. Miss Nelson was 
untiring in her labors and kept good schools. So 
many scholars, differing widely in age and degree of 
advancement, necessarily makes the teachers lot 
very laborious and somewhat difficult. The winter 
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term of ten weeks was taught by Mr. Frank E. Al- 
lard, of Hanover. This was Mr. A.’s first attempt 
at teaching, and he did the best he could. We think 
he possesses the right qualities, and, with a little 
more age, training and expertence will make a su- 
perior teacher. Whole number of pupils, 45; aver- 


age, 25. 
NortH Lisson District, No. 3. 


The summer term of ten weeks was taught by 
Miss Nellie M. Morr l'. Number of pupils, 15; aver- 
age, 11. Miss M. was faithful and we heard no com- 
plaint. The winter term of eleven was taught by 
Mrs. Milo G. Little. Whole number of pupils, 32; 
average attendance, 27. We were satisfied at the 
commencement that a wise selection in teachers had 
been made, and the closing examination confirmed 
the correctness of our first impression. The instruc- 
tion was thorough and the progress very marked. 
Mrs. L. aimed to improve the manners and morals 
of her pupils, as well as to develope their intellects. 
We were glad that parents and friends of education 
in the district were present at the examination. A 
large and beautiful outline map of the United 
States has been placed in this school-room, the past 
year, by the Prudential Committee, Mr. James Bai- 
ley. The example is worthy of imitation in other 
districts. 


Minx Ponp District, No. 4. 

The summer term of twelve weeks was taught by 
Miss Alice Page, who, as usual, kept a good school. 
Whole number of pupils, 16; average attendance,

13. The winter term of ten weeks was tanght by. - 
Miss Hattie M. Sherman, under whose _ instruction, 
we think, fair progress was made. Number of pu- 
pils, 17; average, 14. | 


Corte District, No. 5. 


A spring term of ten weeks; a fall term of eight 
weeks, and the winter term of twelve weeks were 
each taught by Miss Elva M. Little. The several 
examinations were quite satistactory, and especially” 
the last. We think the district was fortunate in se- 
curing the services of this teacher throughout the 
year. Here is aclass in reading and grammar, con- 
sisting of five young ladies, that would do credit to 
any school. Singing was a daily exercise. We wish 
that all of our teachers might give instruction at 
least in the rudiments of vocal music. This school 
is deserving of a better school-room; and we hope 

~the matter of building a new honse is under serious: 
contemglation. A good “work well begun is half 
done.” The first step only is diffieult to take, and © 
when taken the great wonder often is that it was not 
taken before. Prudential Committees should be so” 
vigilant as to make a poor school house serve the 
‘ best purpose of which it is capable as long as it 1s 
~ used. Here, the blackboard should be painted, 
the walls papered, and some other repairs made be- 
fore another term commences. That antiquated 
teacher’s desk and bench should give place to a sul- 
table table and chair.. Whole number of pupils for 

the winter term, 14; average, TE, 


23 
Goopnow District, No. 6. 


The summer term was well ‘taught, by Miss Ab- 
_ bey K. Dexter. Length of the school, eight weeks. 
Whole number of pupils, 17; average attendance, 
12. Miss D. borrowed some maps for the benefit of 
her geography class, for which we commend her, 
but we think this district should own a good supply 
of maps; also, a globe and a dictionary. 
The winter term of twelve weeks was taught by 
Miss Laura E. Bowles. Miss B. has had considera- 
ble experience in teaching, and the final examina- 
_ tion evinced a thoroughness quite creditable to the 
teacher and scholars. Singing added .to the inter- 
est of the occasion, as also did the presence of pa- 
rents, and friends of the district. Omitting the 
pronunciation of the syllables of words in spelling 
was the main defect of which we took any note. 
Whole number of pupils, 22; average, 13. 


CENTRE District, No. 7. 


. The summer term of ten weeks was taught by 
Miss Bertha H. Aldrich. Miss A. is a good schol- 
ar, though quite young, and this was her first school. 
We think she made a fair beginning. 

The winter term of twelve weeks was successful- 
ly taught by Miss Emily M. Elliott. Whole num- 
ber of pupils, 15; average, 12. Here are several 
»young ladies who have learned the common branches 
very well; also, physiology and _ book-keeping. 
They should now take other higher branches; say, 

algebra and philosophy, or astronomy. 
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STREETER Ponp District, No. 8 


‘The summer term was taught by Mrs. Mary Lue 
Page. Length of school, eight weeks. Whole 
number of pupils, 15; average, 13. A good school. 

A fall term of ten weeks, and the winter term 
of ten weeks were each taught by Miss Alice Page. 
Miss P. commands the respect of her pupils and la- 
bors faithfully for their improvement. Greenleaf’s 
Common School Arithmetic, Harpers’ School Geog- 
raphy, and Steele’s Fourteen Weeks in Physiology 
were finished by several scholars, quite thoroughly., 
Number of pupils attending winter term, 17; aver- 
age, 14. We wish the friends would visit their 
schools more. Why not ornament the school-yard 
by setting out several trees. 


GEORGEVILLE District, No. 9. 


The summer term of six weeks was taught by 
Miss Ida L. Clough. This was Miss C.’s first 
school, but we think she did very well. Number of 
pupils, 9; average, 7. The winter term of five 
weeks was taught by Miss Jennie A. Richardson. 
We never saw more improvement in so short a term. 
Should be glad to see an additional school room at 
Salmon Hole, and a graded school there, this school 
_ being part and parcel thereof. 

When there is but little schooling, certainly there 
should be enough of “eternal vigilance” to secure 
the regular attendance of all the scholars. The. 
amount of school money apportioned a district de- 
pends largely upon the number of scholars that af. 
tend school. 
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Wacker Hirt District, No. 11. 


The summer term of seven weeks was taught by 
Miss N. Kate McConnell, (deceased.) Whole num- 
ber of pupils, 17; average attendance, 14. The 
school was very orderly and we heard no fault found 
in any respect. The winter term of nine and three- 
fourths weeks was taught by Miss E. C. Hildreth. 
Whole number of pupils, 22; average, 21. Miss H. 
appeared to be the right teacher in the right place. 
Here are some very good scholars, especially in 
arithmetic and geography. Grammar has been too 
much neglected. Citizens were present who ex- 
pressed their purpose to suitably repair and adorn 
this school room before another term commences. 
This filled us with “cheer,” and enhanced our high 
hopes for the future of this school.

Length of spring term, twelve weeks. Whole 
number of scholars, 28; average attendance, 22. 
_ Length of summer term, eleven and one-half weeks, 

Whole number of pupils, 37; average, 29. Length 
of winter term, twelve weeks. Whole number of 
pupils, 40; average 35. 

This school for the entire year was under the 
charge of Mrs. P. H. Aldrich, an efficient and thor- 
oughly competent teacher. The progress, especially 
during the winter term, we think, has been very 
marked. The interest of the scholars has been 
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good, which, with the earnest efforts of a good 
teacher, cannot fail of making a good school.

At- 
tending to reading, 148; spelling, 147; penmanship, 
103; arithmetic, 130; grammar, 35 geography, 73;

These schools are conducted and supervised by 
a “Board of Education,” which spars no pains in its 
endeavors to promote their interests. An efficient 
corps of teachers is employed, and a thorough, prae- 
tical, business education may here be acquired. 
Scholars residing out of the district, or in. other 
towns, are admitted at moderate rates of tuition. 

The number of children between the ages of five 
and fifteen, as returned by the Selectmen, is 378. 
The number of pupils that have attended school in 
this town the past winter is 381—148 in Lisbon 
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village, 40 in Sugar Hill, and in the other nine dis- 
tricts, 193. A few scholars have not attended as 
they ought. Prudential Committees and teachers 
should promptly report such cases, so that reasons 
for non-attendance may be inquired after. The at- 
tention of parents and guardians is called to the aw 
on compulsory attendance. 

In uniformity of text books our schools are tend- 
ing in the right direction, and are in much better 
condition than they wereafew terms ago. Harpers’ 
Geography has been introduced during the past 
year. | 
We know of only one or two persons in the town, 
between the ages of fourteeu and twenty-one, who 
-are unable to read and write. 

We hope all of our scholars may “Act in the liv- 
ing present,” fully realizing how soon this opportu- 
nity for schooling will be past. 

Lost opportunities may be regretted, but they 
will not return. Sins of omission may be repented, 
but cannot be atoned for.
